TITLE 7, 703: 
(3454) License necessary 


No dog shall be kept within the limits of this State unless such dog shall have been 
licensed by its owner in accordance with the laws of Maine. 


‘*“Owner”’ means any person or persons, firm, association, or corporation owning, 
keeping or harboring a dog. 


(3455) Dogs not to run at large. 


It shall be unlawful for the owner of any dog, licensed or unlicensed, to permit such dog 
to run at large, except when used for hunting. 


‘At large” means off the premises of the owner and not under the control of any person 
by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably control the conduct of 
such dog. 


Planning Board Report 


A total of fifty-two Shoreline Zone construction related projects received permits 
during 1986. Of these three were to construct new residences. The remaining projects 
were for outbuildings, decks, and additions to existing buildings. 

Any landowners or prospective landowners of shoreline property should realize that 
this town has many ordinances which must be obtained prior to construction. In fact, it 
would be wise to investigate any construction related activity that you may be thinking 
of within the shoreline area. The Planning Board will be able to assist with information 
for anyone who desires it. 

Outside the Shoreline Zone four permits were issued for the construction of year 
round residences. Along with these seven other permits were issued for construction of 
additions to existing buildings. Other construction outside the shoreline seemed to be 
primarily for out buildings, expecially garages. 

A town ordinance requires a permit for any construction that exceeds 200 sq. ft. This 
ordinance applies to any construction anywhere in Embden. 

Two permits were issued to emplace trailers in Embden. 

The Planning Board also approved one subdivision in Embden during 1986. The 
Embden Pond Sportsman’s Club, a twenty lot division, is located on the West Shore of 
Embden Pond. This project was closely scrutinized by the Planning Board. In fact, many 
citizens followed the subdivision process and had input in the process. The Board feels 
that the subdivision will prove to be a good asset to the town. 

Just as a reminder to owners of residences in Embden, all plumbing changes or new 
plumbing activity must be approved by the local plumbing inspector, Edmund Daggett. 
He will help with any information as well as issuing permits.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds of the Town of 
Embden for the fiscal year ended February 1, 1986, listed in the foregoing table of 
contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets, and accordingly a 
statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, 
is not included in the financial report.

A. Basis of Presentation 
The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting entity. The 
operations of each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self- 
balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, 
revenues and expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type in the 
financial statements. 


Governmental Funds 
General Fund - The general fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. All general tax revenues and other receipts that are not allocated 
by law or contractual agreement to another fund are accounted for in this 
fund. From the fund are paid the general operating expenditures, the 
fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that are not paid 
through other funds. 


Special Fund - Special revenue funds are used to account for revenues 
derived from specific taxes or other earmarked revenue sources, 
including federal revenue sharing funds. 


Fiduciary Funds 
Trust Funds - Trust funds are used to account for assets held in trust by 
the Town for others. 


B. Basis of Accounting 
The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed by the governmental 
funds. Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recorded when received in cash except for property tax revenues which are 
recorded as deferred tax revenues unless collectible with sixty days 
following the year end. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term 
debt, are recorded when the liability is incurred. 


C. General Fixed Assets 
The Town does not maintain a record of its general fixed assets. 
Expenditures for property and equipment are charged against department- 
al operations whenever such items are purchased. 


2. Property Tax 
The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied August 8, 1985 on the 
assessed value listed as of April 1, 1985 for all real and personal property 
located in the Town. Taxes were due on October 1, with interest at 13% on 
unpaid taxes after this date. 
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3. Deferred Tax Revenues 
The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A.) Interpreta- 
tion No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the extent it will 
be collected within sixty days following the year end. 


As of February 1, 1986, deferred tax revenues amounted to $11,500.00 
reflecting an increase of $6,500.00 of the prior year’s balance. 


4. Deferred Credits 
Deferred credits represent items received during the current accounting 
period but to be used as revenue in the subsequent year. These accounts were 
as follows at February 1, 1986:

5. General Fund Budget 
The Town operates on a net budget as compared with a gross budget. All 
revenues are not estimated, but are credited to the particular operating 
account.

At the annual town meeting, held in the March of each year, the townspeople 
vote on various articles, on which, amounts for appropriations have been 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and/or the Budget Committee.

Under the modified accrual basis of accounting, revenues are 
recorded when received in cash except for property tax revenues which are 
recorded as deferred tax revenues unless collectible with sixty days 
following the year end. Expenditures, other than interest on long-term 
debt, are recorded when the liability is incurred. 


2. Property Tax 
The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied August 8, 1986 on the 
assessed value listed as of August 21, 1986 for all real and personal property 
located in the Town. Taxes were due on October 1, with interest at 13% on 
unpaid taxes after this date. 


3. Deferred Tax Revenues 
The National Council on Governmental Accounting (N.C.G.A. ) Interpreta- 
tion No. 3 requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the extent it will 
be collected within sixty days following the year end. 
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As of December 31, 1986, deferred tax revenues amounted to $17,700.00, 
reflecting an increase of $6,200.00 of the prior year’s balance. 


4. Deferred Credits

Art. 45. Toseeif the inhabitants of Embden will vote to raise or appropriate the sum 
of $200.00 for the support of an area Animal Shelter or what they will vote to do 
relating thereto. 

Selectmen recommend the Skowhegan Animal Shelter. 


Art. 46. Tosee if the inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate the sum of $96.00 
for the Kennebec Valley Regional Health Agency or what they will do relating thereto. 
Selectmen recommend from taxation. 


Art.47. Tosee if the inhabitants will vote to add to Article 1 of the Shoreline Zoning 
Ordinance after Title 12, (and any amendments thereto of the Maine Revised Statutes 
Annotated) or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 48. Tosee ifthe inhabitants will vote to change the definition of a structure used 
in Article 10 of the Shoreline Zoning Ordinance to (Structure means anything built for 
the support, shelter or enclosure of persons, annimals, goods or property of any kind, 
exclusive of fences. Notwithstanding any provisions in a local ordinance to the 
contrary, all sturctures shall meet the set back requirements from normal high 
watermark of any body, except structures which require access to the water as an 
operational necessity, such as piers, docks and retaining walls.) or what they will do 
relating thereto.

“The minimum penalty for a specific violation shall be $100.00 and the maximum 
penalty shall be $2,500.00” or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 51. To see if the inhabitants will vote to include in the Shoreline Zoning 
Ordinance under Section 6.6. - Enforcement the Subsection 6.6.4 to read as follows: 
“The minimum penalty for starting construction or under-taking a land use activity 
without a required permit shall be $100.00, and the maximum penalty shall be 
$2,500.00”, or what they will do relating thereto.

Planning Board Report 


Embden Planning Board issued 115 permits in 1987. Of these permits, 84 were 
shoreline zoning permits. Nineteen of the permits issued were for construction of 
year-round dwellings. Of these nineteen, fourteen were within shoreline zoning, and 
five outside of shoreline zoning. 

The majority of permits issued were requests for outbuildings, additions to existing 
buildings, gravel, set-backs, decks, and rehabilitation of existing structures within 
shoreline zoning area. 

A town ordinance requires a permit for any construction anywhere in Embden that 
exceeds 200 square feet; and a permit for any construction regardless of square footage 
if within shoreline zoning area. 

Seven permits were issued to emplace mobile homes in Embden. 

Any landowners or prospective landowners of property within the shoreline area 
should keep updated with town ordinances before any new construction or rehabilita- 
tion of property or structures. The Planning Board will assist with any information 
needed when requested. The Board holds regular meetings the second Thursday of each 
month for those requesting permits or information. 

Applications for two new subdivisions are in the final stages. The first one is Sandy 
Pond Subdivision, consisting of approximately 20-2 acre lots and located approximate- 
ly as follows, 3100 feet on the west shore of Sandy Pond. The second subdivision is 
Embden Pine Estates consisting of approximately 7-5 acre lots with about 1400 feet of 
shoreline on the west shore of Embden Lake. 

At this time both subdivision’s preliminary plans have been reviewed and approved 
by the Planning Board. After hearing recommendations from the Planning Board, both 
subdivisions are now in the process of formalizing their final plan to present to the 
Planning Board for approval.

We have examined the combined financial statements of the Town of Embden, Maine 
for the year ended December 31, 1987, as listed in the Index. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted governmental auditing standards and, 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as we deemed necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town of Embden, like most other Maine towns, does not maintain a record of 
general fixed assets, and accordingly, a statement of such is not included. 


In our opinion, except for the omission of a Statement of General Fixed Assets which 
results in an incomplete presentation, the Combined Financial Statements present 
fairly the financial position of the Town of Embden, Maine, at December 31, 1987, and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year. 


The accompanying Supplemental Information and the column on the Combined 
Balance Sheet captioned ‘‘Total Memorandum Only” are not necessary for a fair 
presentation of the financial statements, but are presented to comply with certain State 
statutory requirements and additional analytical data. The supplemental information 
has been subjected to the tests and other auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the financial statements listed in the Index and, in our opinion, is fairly 
stated in all material aspects.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The Town utilizes the net budget method for the General Fund Accounts. 
Upon approval of the budget at Town Meeting the accounts are recorded in 
the books. Any additional funds and expenses are recorded as they become 
measurable. 


The General Fund is the Operating Accounts of the Town. 


The Special Revenue Fund is the Federal Revenue Account, which will be 
phased out when funds are deleted. 


The Fiduciary Funds are monies and investments held in trust for other 
parties. ; 


DEFERRED TAX REVENUES: 


The National Council on Governmental Accounting interpretation No. 3 
requires that property tax revenue be recognized to the extent it will be 
collected within sixty days following the year end. This is not necessarily our 
opinion, but we will conform to the requirement. 


DEFERRED CREDITS: 


Deferred credits are revenues received in one period to be used in subsequent 
periods. 


INTERNAL CONTROL: 


Our evaluation of the system of internal control indicated it to be as 
satisfactory as could reasonably be expected with three people performing 
separate functions and all expenditures approved by the selectmen. 


COMMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS: 


We would recommend that the Selectmen’s Ledger include a Cash Account, 
listing Cash Receipts and Warrants. This account should be reconciled with 
the Treasurer at least monthly. 


Although complete double entry accounts with monthly trial balances would 
be ideal, we realize that all Town Officials are not bookkeepers and not versed 
in double entry bookkeeping. 


We take this opportunity to thank the Town Officials for the courtesy and 


cooperation extended during our engagement. We gladly try to answer any 
questions by phone, there would not be any charge for this.

To see if the inhabitants will vote to authorize the Selectmen for the time 
being, and their successors in office, to sell and convey in the name of and in behalf of 
the Town any real estate to which it has acquired or may acquire title for nonpayment of 
taxes, either by tax sales or by tax lien mortgages, so-called, upon such terms and 
conditions as the Selectmen may consider advisable and for the best interest of the 
Town, and to make, execute and deliver in the name of and in behalf of the Town 
necessary release or quit claim deeds for the same or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 30. To see if the inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate the sume of 
$2,000.00 for the Somerset Family Y program or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 31. To see if the inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate the sum of 
$30,000.00 for the Revaluation of the Town of Embden with the exception of Central 
Maine Power Co., which has been done or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 32. To see if the inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate $2,000.00 for 
possible legal expenses or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 33. Tosee ifthe inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate the sum of $250.00 
for the support of the Stewart Public Library or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 34. Tosee ifthe inhabitants will vote to raise or appropriate the sum of $200.00 


for an area Animal Shelter and to authorize the Selectmen to draw any additional sums 
required from surplus or what they will do relating thereto. 
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Art. 35. To see if the inhabitants will vote to authorize the Selectmen to procure a 
temporary loan or loans, in anticipation of taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness 
of the Town. Such notes to be paid during the current municipal year by taxes. 


Art. 36. To see if the inhabitants will vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue the 
town’s notes, or series of notes, or interest-bearing town orders, for the purpose of 
refunding in whole or in part the outstanding indebtedness of the Town which has 
become or may hereafter become due, and if so, determine amount of said note or 
notes, order or orders, rate of interest, and the manner of execution of said note or 
notes, order or orders or what they will do relating thereto. 


Art. 37. Toseeif the inhabitants will vote to authorize the municipal officers to spend 
an amount not to exceed 3/12 of the budgeted amount in each category of the Embden 
annual budget during the period from January 1, 1988 to the Embden annual town 
meeting. 


Art. 38. To see if the inhabitants will vote to see if they are interested in the take over 


of the Boat Landing Raad in its entire length, from where the Town road ends to the 
Boat Landing turnaround, not to include the turnaround. 


The Registrar hereby gives notice that she will be at the March 5, 1988 Annual Town 
Meeting from 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon through the election of the officers required 
by law to be elected by ballot for the purpose of hearing and deciding upon the 
application of all persons claiming to have their names entered upon the voting list.

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Important Notice 


All Taxpayers Read the Following Requirements and Comply with Them. 
Siction 70, Chapter 3, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930: 


‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable notice in writing 
to the inhabitants by posting notifications in public places in town, or shall notify them 
in other such ways as the town at its Annual Meeting directs, to make and bring in to 
them true and perfect lists of their polls and all their estate, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of tate, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. If any resident 
owner, after such notice does not bring in such lists, he is barred thereby of his rights to 
make application to Assessors or County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies them that he was unable 
to offer it at the time appointed.” 


NOTICE 


In an attempt to save postage fees for the town, your Selectmen have decided to 
include the taxpayer declaration with the Town Report when it is delivered to town 
residents. These declarations should be returned by April 10th to assure protection of 
your rights. The declaration can be found in the center of your Town Report. 
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
